The Madain’s claim to the ti- 
tle is ‘doubt beds us ear us the souree of 
her inspirational knoWledge. No one has ever 
entered the courts to (lispute it, 
und. if lone residence in one 
locality vives prestige 10 profeissonal 
practice Madam Anna occupies the solar 
height of her particular and favored voeation 
here. For twelhty-cizht vears past the people 
of St. Louis have been honored by the distin- 
cuishbed presence among them of this empress 
of fortune-tellers. The inadam has during 
that period resided in one part of town with- 
in the radius of the Court-house, and in spite 
of all the changes which  vears have 
wrought upon the neighborhood 
the ** Fortune Teller of the West““ clung tena- 
ciously to the blocks around the edifice of the 
city’s patron saint. In the good old steamboat- 
ing days, When fortune towed through the 
strects nearest the river, a professional shingle 
on Walnut street attracted visitors and s. 
Fortune telling meant monvy and the fees 
were high. Education had made no strides 
and credulity was easily practised upon. 
These were harvesting dave for 
fate agencies. The blindest contidenee was 
reposed in them by all classes. A journey was 
scurcely undertaken and certainly no import.

ism. It is, however, interesting to note hoy 
many great events have been duplicated, as it 
were, by shadowy imitations, and how many 
novelties are but **new toot, (t. e. tunes) on 
auld horns,” as King Jamie expressed it. A, 
vears pass away the imitations frequently drop 
nto obscurity. Everyone has heard of Char. 
lette Cordey, but few people remember Cecile 
Renault, the young girl who attempted to fol- 
low in her footsteps. ‘This young woman pre- 
sented herself repeatedly at the house ot 
Robespierre, urgently endeavoring to gain ad. 
mittanee to him; but Marat’s fate had prob. 
ably made his colleague suspicious, and the 
police searched a pareel Cecile carried. It con- 
tained two knives, and from this and other 
circumstances there appears little doubt that 
the young girl shared Chariotte Corday’s en- 
thusjacm, as she eventually did her fate. 
Cecile Renault was guillotined on the charge 
of an intention to assassinate.

A few vessels reached Af- 
rica, Where the unhappy children were sold 
as Slaves and carried intothe interior of the 
country; some of the ships were driven into 
the port of Genoa, Where some of the vous 
crusaders were rescued and restored to their 
parents. Two merchants of Marseilles are 
said to have been executed for complicity in 
the crime. 


A Curious Reminisence. 
New York Cor. Cincinnati Gazette. 

The death of the late Robert S. Swords re- 
calls a peculiar feature in the book trade. II- 
father was the founder of the old house of 
Swords, Stanford & Co., which was for so 
many years distinguished for the sales of 
Bibles, prayer books and other religious liter- 
ature. This very house, however, published 
the first edition of Paine’s “Age of Reason.“ 
IT never understood how a religious concern 
could justify such an inconsistency, but per- 
haps they thought the bane and the antidote 
should go together. No respectable house at 
the present day would issue such a work. 
Paine was not here at the time the book ap- 
peared. He was, in fact, unable to leave 
Paris, and hence gave the Mss, to Joel Barlow 
who was about to sail for America. Barlow, 
being a diplomate, could not be retained by 
the rulers of Paris during the Reign of Ter- 
ror. Paine, however, being a member of the 
convention, was imprisoned in the Lusem— 
bourg, where he Wrote the above mentioned 
volume. The **Age ot Reason,’’ though now 
but little read, afforded Ingersoll a basis for 
his attack on Christianity. Ile is simply ‘Voi 
Paine dressed up ina neat and clegant style. 
Six years after the publication of the ** Age of 
teason”? Paine returned to America, and 
Jefferson (who was equally opposed to Chris- 
tianity) paid him much attention, but the 
public shrank from the author of sucha vol— 
ume, and he died generally detested. 


Wagner’s New Opera.

After considerable delay, the production of 
tichard Wagner’s latest opera, sed reival,“ has 
been assured by the lavish generosity of King 
Louis of Bavaria, who has out of his privy 
purse, made up the gross amount required to 
bring out that great work at Bayreuth with all 
the splendor and completeness exacted by its 
composer. The subscriptions set on foot 
throughout Germany had, strange to savy, 
failed to achieve this desirable result, and some 
£15,000 were still Wanting to provide for the 
expense of putting “Parcival” on the stage, 
und of meeting the demands of the voeal and 
instrumental executants to whom Wagner 
proposed to contide the performanee of the 
opera. This sum bis magnificent patron and 
friend, King Louis has disbursed forthe above 
purposes. IIis Majesty has also granted his 
permission to the leading artists of his own 
theater, in Munich, to accept engarements for 
the summer of 1882 at Bayreuth, when and 
Where **Parcival” will be produced in the 
Festal Theatre, specially erected some years 
ogo under Wagner’s personal instructians anc 
supervision for the initial performance of hi- 
renowned Trilogy. Every conceivable. pre- 
caution will be taken by the great — 
and his committee of management to keep oul 
all profane persons, not avowed and notorions 
worshippers of his music, from the sertes of 
representations destined te take place eighteen
